REPORT. 


NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE 

AREA. 

Nantwich,  which  is  an  ancient  town,  is  situated  in  the 
South  West  corner  of  the  County  of  Cheshire. 

The  climate  is  equable  and  mild,  and  the  geological  forma¬ 
tion  met  with  consists  of  red  marl. 

It  is  a  market  town  for  a  large  and  important  agricul¬ 
tural  area. 

The  Brine  Baths  Hotel  is  situated  on  the  outskirts  of 
the  town,  and  is  visited  by  a  large  number  of  patients  suffer¬ 
ing  from  Rheumatism,  Gout,  Sciatica,  Neuritis,  etc. 

The  industries  consist  of  Wholesale  Clothing  Manufactories, 
Boot  and  Shoe  Manufacturies,  and  a  large  Tannery.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 
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Disinfection  of  the  rooms  is  carried  out  by  spraying  with 
Formalin  and  washing  down  with  a  solution  of  some  well- 
known  disinfectant.  Bedding  and  clothing,  which  cannot  be 
boiled,  are  disinfected  by  means  of  a  Steam  Disinfector  at 
the  Joint  Hospital. 

Twenty-nine  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  one  case  of 
Diphtheria  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  treat¬ 
ment,  and  no  deaths  occurred.

All  Tuberculosis  deaths  had  been  notified. 

During  the  year  all  cases  of  Tuberculosis  reported  have 
been  frequently  visited,  sputum  cups  and  disinfectants  pro¬ 
vided  gratis,  and  leaflets  containing  information  for  those 
suffering  from  the  disease  have  been  distributed. 

After  death  or  removal  to  Hospital,  all  bedding,  rooms, 
etc.,  have  been  thoroughly  disinfected. 

In  one  case  the  bedding  was  destroyed  and  compensation 
paid  by  the  Council. 
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NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS,  HOSPITALS  AND  OTHER 
INSTITUTIONS  AVAILABLE  FOR  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  in  the  District 
is  under  the  County,  where  one  Nurse  is  in  attendance. 

Four  Midwives  are  practising  in  the  District. 

There  is  a  Queen’s  Nurse  now  working  in  the  District, 
supervised  by  a  Committee,  and  supported  by  voluntary  sub¬ 
scriptions.  A  small  charge  is  made  to  those  who  require 
the  services  of  the  Nurse  and  do<  not  subscribe.  Necessitous 
cases  are  attended  free. 

There  is  a  Poor  Law  Institution  in  the  District,  and  a 
Cottage  Hospital  situated  just  outside  the  District  with  Am¬ 
bulance  stationed  in  the  District. 

The  Nantwich  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  is  situated  about 
halt  a  mile  from  the  District.  Three  diseases  can  be  con¬ 
currently  treated,  and  there  are  41  available  beds.  There 
are  also  up-to-date  Ambulance  facilities  and  Steam  Disin¬ 
fecting  Apparatus. 

The  Smallpox  Hospital  is  situated  at  Ravensmoor,  and 
is  available  for  both  Urban  and  Rural  Districts. 


LABORATORY  WORK. 

Bacteriological  Examinations  are  made  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Manchester,  the  number  of  Examinations  being  as 
follows: — Diphtheria  11;  Tuberculosis  Sputum  15. 

Fifteen  specimens  of  Tuberculosis  Sputum  were  examined 
at  the  County  Laboratory. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  supplied  by  the  Council  free  for 
necessitous  cases. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  supply  is  mixed  surface  and  spring  water  obtained 
from  Baddiley,  about  four  miles  West  South  West  of  Nantwich. 
Gathering  ground,  about  500  acres;  area,  pasture  and  cul¬ 
tivated  land.  The  supply  is  constant  and  the  average  daily 
consumption  amounts  to  nineteen  gallons  per  head,  supplied 
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directly  to  the  houses.  There  is  no  plumbo- solvent  action. 
During  the  year  strong  representation  has  been  made  to  the 
Cheshire  County  Council,  who  are  the  owners  of  two  small 
holdings  abutting  on  the  water  area,  requesting  that  steps 
be  taken  to  remedy  sources  of  pollution  from  drains  and 
accummulations  of  animal  excreta,  so  far  without  result. 
Owing  to  the  dry  period  during  1925,  the  water  level  in  the 
mere  subsided  to  9-ft.  11 -ins.  below  normal  level,  and  it 

was  necessary  to  raise  the  water  by  pumping  to  the  filter 
beds  from  20th  July  to  30th  October. 

A  comprehensive  scheme,  which  is  anticipated  to-  cost 
£22,500  Os.  0d.,  has  been  designed  and  forwarded  to-  the 
Ministry  of  Health  for  sanction,  with  a  view  to  remedying  the 
existing  defects  of  inadequate  pressure,  inefficient  filtration, 
and,  in  addition,  to  provide  an  increased  storage  of  164 
million  gallons. 
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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  whole  of  the  sewage  from  the  District  discharges  into 
the  River  Weaver  below  the  town.  Nothing  further  has  yet 
been  done  with  regard  to  the  new  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme. 
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SCHOOLS. 

There  has  been  no  cause  to  close  the  Schools  during  the 
year;  which  is  satisfactory. 

The  Girls’  Department  at  the  Church  of  England  Schools 
has  been  considerably  altered,  and  brought  up-to-date. 


HOUSING. 

General  Housing  Conditions  in  the  Area. 

There  is  a  great  shortage  of  houses  in  the  District,  many 
houses  having  two  families  and  a  number  being  overcrowded. 

The  Council  have  decided  to  build  74  houses,  contracts 
having  been  signed  for  a  first  complement  of  46,  and  work 
commenced.  The  whole  of  the  46  have  to  be  completed  by 
the  end  of  1926.  When  these  are  completed  we  shall  be 
in  a  better  position  to  deal  with  the  overcrowding. 
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There  are  a  number  of  defective  houses  which  are  re¬ 
ceiving  attention  at  the  present  time ;  most  defects  found  are, 
in  my  opinion,  due  to  the  lack  of  proper  management  and 
supervision  by  owners. 

Particulars  of  inspections  will  be  found  in  the  Report  of 
the  Sanitary  Inspector,  which  is  appended. 


SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  which  is  appended, 
shows  in  detail  the  work  carried  on  during  the  year  in  the 
Health  Department.  It  will  be  seen  that  a  considerable 
number  of  inspections  have  been  made. 

Visits  to  work  in  course  of  construction,  and  the  super¬ 
vision  of  work  undertaken  in  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  have 
entailed  a  large  amount  of  work  and  expenditure  of  time. 
This  is  energy  well  applied,  as  it  is  only  by  the  exercise  of 
close  personal  supervision  that  satisfactory  results  can  be 
obtained. 

Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  sanitary  conditions 
of  premises  at  which  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurred, 
notices  being  served  when  required  and  any  defects  found 
remedied.

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COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES. 

There  are  four  Registered  Common  Lodging-Houses  in 
the  District. 

Two  hundred  and  six  visits  have  been  paid  to  these 
premises,  which  are  well  conducted  and  kept  in  a  clean  state. 


DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS 


Milk  and  Dairies  (Amendment)  Act,  1922. 

There  are  eight  Cowkeepers  and  Dairymen,  two  Cow- 
keepers,  Dairymen  and  Wholesale  Purveyors  of  Milk,  one 
Dairyman  and  Wholesale  Purveyor  of  Milk,  one  Dairyman, 
and  fifteen  Retail  Purveyors  of  Milk  registered  under  the 
above  Act. 

All  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  have  been  inspected  and  have 
been  kept  in  a  cleanly  state,  and  thoroughly  limewashed  twice 
during  the  year. 

The  milk  supply  seems  good  and  wholesome. 

The  importance  of  careful  handling  and  storage  of  the 
milk  and  utensils  was  impressed  upon  all  those  engaged  in 
the  distribution  of  milk  with  a  view  to  preventing  any  con¬ 
tamination. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  22  retail  Bakehouses  in  the  District.  These 
have  been  inspected  and  found  satisfactory. 

Notices  to  limewash  have  been  served  in  several  cases, 
and  have  been  complied  with.

In  most  cases  there  are  stated  times  of  slaughter  each 
day.  Slaughtering  often  takes  place  at  night,  when  the  beasts 
arrive  from  market. 

Inspections  are  made  during  slaughter  or  before  the  meat 
leaves  the  slaughter  house  whenever  possible.  Owing  to  the 
number  and  positions  of  the  slaughter  houses  it  is  impossible 
to  adequately  supervise  the  slaughtering  of  all  animals. 

The  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs  killed  in  Nantwich  are  of  a 
high  quality,  and  rarely  affected  with  disease. 

The  whole  of  the  butchers'  shops  have  been  fitted  with 
glass  windows,  galvanized  receptacles  provided  for  offal,  and 
notices  displayed  with  reference  to  handling  of  meat. 

The  Regulations  generally  are  being  carried  out  satis¬ 
factorily. 


FOOD  SUPPLIES  CONTROLLED  BY  BYE-LAWS  AND 

REGULATIONS, 

The  premises  where  food  supplies  are  prepared  and  ex¬ 
posed  for  sale  are  regularly  inspected,  and  no  seizure  of 
unsound  food  has  been  made  during  the  year. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

These  premises  are  regularly  inspected,  are  kept  in  a 
cleanly  state,  and  no  complaints  as  to  nuisances  arising  there¬ 
from  have  been  received  during  the  year. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  Offensive  Trades  established 
within  the  District,  viz: — One  large  Tannery,  a  Fellmonger, 
and  two  Tripe  Boilers. 

Extensive  alterations  have  been  carried  out  at  the  Tannery. 


NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  AND 

INFECTION. 

All  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  had  immediate 
attention;  precaution  papers  containing  instructions  for  pre¬ 
venting  the  spread  of  the  disease  were  left,  also  liquid  disin- 
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fectants  for  washing  and  cleansing  purposes.  After  recovery 
or  removal  of  the  patients,  the  infected  bedding  and  cloth¬ 
ing  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  disinfected 
by  Steam.  The  infected  rooms  were  afterwards  sprayed  with 
Formalin. 

Sixty-five  rooms  were  disinfected  during  the  year. 

Special  attention  was  paid  to  the  sanitary  condition  of 
the  premises,  and  any  defects  found  were  immediately 
remedied.
